If the Doubt- 
ing and Melancholy, whoſe Hearts are continually op- 
preſſed and troubled with Fears and Jelouſies, did hut 
know Him, they would ſoon be happy; but no Man, 
no human Creature can believe Him ſo loving and 
Almighty as he is. We learn what we know of it 
through the Teaching of the Holy Get. Before 1 


leave this Part of the Text, I muſt obſerve, that tho 


many innocently wiſh to have lived in his Time, that 
they could have been with Him, and fo have aſked and 
got from Him eternal Life and Salvation : They need 


not ſo wiſh, for He is verily and indeed as near to us 
as He was to the Voman of Samaria, Unbelief hinders 


us to ſee, as it did her for a Time; nor need we go 


a Step to find Him: He is preſent with us when we

He down and when we rife up, when we go out and 


when we come in, and many thouſand Times has cal- 


led and invited us 10 came and drink freely of the Mater of 


Life. It is a Miſtake, that one mult be in the Church, 


or on our Knees, or buſied in ſome religious Duty al-
